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To  The  Chairman  and  Members, 

Horncastle  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Bens  on -Brown  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  i960. 

In  writing  this  report  during  the  Census  Year  I am  conscious  of 
the  fact  that  any  errors  of  estimation  of  population  will  have 
cumulated  for  ten  years.  The  decline  in  7-old  population  has  been 
going  on  for  many  decades  with  increasing  momentum,  and  it  v/ill  not  bo 
surprising  if  the  Census  actually  reveals  a district  population 
substantially  below  that  estimated.  This  would  have  the  effect  of 
raising  both  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  district. 

The  event  of  the  year  "was  the  Horncastle  Flood  of  October  7th. 

A considerable  amount  of  flooding  occurred  in  the  immediate  area  of 
Horncastle  and  down  the  valley  of  the  Bain  to  its  outfall.  The 
phenomence  rainfall  of  7. 28  inches  was  recorded  in  Horncastle  whilst 
a rainfall  of  6.5  inches  was  estimated  over  7.68  square  miles.  The 
total  run-off  at  Coningsby  would  have  been  of  the  order  of  6,000  tons 
a minute,  so  that  the  Butts  bridge  end  its  approaches  must  have 
resisted  gigantic  forces  before  giving  way.  During  the  days  that 
followed,  an  Emergency  Headquarters  ',/as  set  up  in  the  R.D.C.  Offices 
and  relief  of  all  kinds  administrated,  with  the  help  of  Police,  Fire 
Service,  the  Army  and  R.A.F.  together  with  Civil  Defence,  V.Y.S.  and 
even  such  voluntary  bodies  an  Scouts,  Guides  and  Round  Table. 

During  the  emergency,  all  normal  activity  of  the  Council®  s 
Officers  was  subordinated  to  the  task  of  restoring  services. 

The  prompt  restoration  of  mains  water  to  Tat  ter  shall  with  the 
add  of  a fire-hose  link  from  the  hydrant  in  Coningsby  to  one  in 
in  Tattershall  was  typical  of  how  solutions  were  found  quickly  as 
problems  arose. 

The  provision  of  emergency  communication  was  arranged  by  Civil 
Defence  Signals,  during  the  emergency  but  communication  with  the 
Councils  Offices  and  staff  remain  a permanent  weak  link  in  the 
Councils  Service. 

Housing  continued  at  a slow  rate,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of 
money  and  both  land  and  mater  ia.ls.  Each  house  advertised,  except  in 
the  remotest  areas  produces  a flood  of  applications,  many  of  which  ere 
quite  unrealistic,  but  which  show  the  difficulties  being  experienced 
by  people  in  other  districts  as  well  as  our  own,  in  finding  houses. 

During  I960,  an  experiment  was  made  in  separating  medical 
inspection  in  schools  from  immunization  sessions.  This  was  based  upon 
the  premises  that  examination  and  injection  in  one  session  was 
psychologically  bad  and  that  it  was  surgically  less  clean  than  sessions 
purely  devoted  to  immunization. 
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A considerable  amount  of  time  was  saved  for  the  vital  hut  rare  person 
the  Health  Visitor,  whilst  the  number  of  children  immunized  reached  a 
record  level,  A considerable  amount  of  help  was  given  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer's  Immunization  Department  and  in  thanking  them  for  it 
I would  refer  to  the  figures  under  this  heading  .as  the  result  of  good 
team  work.

ard  the  lav  general  level  suggests  that  the  longdrawn  out  battle  to  improve 
individual  resistance  to  specified  diseases  is  having  some  effect,  I960 
shows  a major  increase  in  the  numbers  of  children  protected  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  end  tetanus,  particularly  by  the  use  of  triple 
antigen. 


The  recommendations  of  the  '"-eUcorne  deport  on  immunization  have  been 
adopted  and  .are  in  general  effect.  In  school,  the  work  of  immunization 
is  now  separated  from  that  of  medical  examination  and  various  expedients 
have  been  tried  to  incrco.se  efficiency  in  the  use  of  doctors  time  without 
loss  of  proper  safeguards.  Combined  vaccines  are  .in  obvious  opportunity 
to  reduce  work  for  staff  and  discomfort  for  the  child.  Disposable  plastic 
syringes  have  been  tried  but  have  not  been  found  sufficiently  reliable 
for  big  sessions.  It  is  my  view  that  all-glass  syringes,  lubricated., 
assembled  and  thoroughly  boiled  are  abundantly  safe  for  this  work,  that  the 
needles  are  sharper  and  less  painful,  and  tha.t  since  the  doctors  work 
in  checking  needles  and  syringes,  cleaning  and  sterilizing  them  is  carried 
out  in  his  own  time,  just  as  he  repairs  his  own  stethoscope  and  replaces 
bavtterics  in  other  apparatus,  this  scheme  represents  in  actual  effect, 
a saving  to  the  community. 
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The  biggest  problem  is  the  human  one  - that  of  keeping  accurate  records 
of  what  each  individual  has  boon  given  if  families  did  not  i.xvo,  nor  forget, 
and  if  attendance  at  central  clinics  v/ere  possible,  the  work  would  be 
greatly  eased  but  c:cpcriencc  since  1948  has  shown  that  the  public  have 
come  to  rely  entirely  upon  the  travelling  doctor  catching  them  either 
at  their  place  of  work  or  at  home.  Our  most  successful  polio  campaigns 
have  been  conducted  in  association  with  industry. 

Some  indication  of  the  effectiveness  of  preventive  measures  is  given 
by  comparing  the  incidence  of  the  preventable  infectious  diseases  with  the 
number  of  children  in  the  i lost  susceptible  age  group.  There  ere  in  the 
district  some  1760  children  up  to  7 years  of  age  and  the  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  can  be  compared  with  this  population  to  give  an  attack 
rate. 


The  flood  brought  an  unusual  ha  sard  to  health  in  the  Tsttershr.il 
district,  for  the  destruction  of  Butt's  bridge  carried  sway  both  sewer  and 
water  main.  A water  supply  was  cuickly  improvised  from  fire-hose  from  a 
hydrant  above  the  bridge  to  one  below,  and  sunk  to  the  river  bed  with 
concrete  posts.  Following  the  erection  of  the  Bailey  bridge  which  is  still 
the  only  link,  the  sewer  rising  main  and  the  water  main  had  to  be  carried 
a.cross  this  semi -permanent  structure.  During  this  process  some 
contamination  of  the  water  supply  to  G-artroe  school  occurred  ■:  nd  a number 
of  children  and  staff  were  absent  suffering  a gastro  intestinal  upset. 

There  was  sonne  dysentery  in  the  area  at  the  time  and  it  is  f..ir  to 
suppose  that  the  sewage  would  initially  have  contained  germs  of  this 
disease.  They  do  not  survive  for  long  outside  the  body,  however,  and 
although  sewage  pollution  of  the  water  to  the  school  -was  proved,  no 
epedcmic  of  dysentery  resulted.  This  is  recorded  as  additional  evidence 
against  the  spread 
in  the  closet.

No  changes  occurred  locally  during  the  year,  except  that  because  of 
reduction  in  bus  services.  louth  has  become  less  valuable  as  tin  hospital 
centre,  although  it  remains  the  casualty  hospital  for  the  northern  pert  of 
the  area. 

The  Dental  situation  lias  now  improved  and  denta.1  treatment  is  available 
in  Horncastle  most  weekdays. 

C ounty  Council  Health  j knprLccs 

The  main tc none e of  heailth  of  mother  and  child  has  long  been  a prime 
function  of  the  L.H.  A.  although  progress  has  been  made  by  genera.! 
practitioners  in  organizing  sessions  at  their  surgeries  for  expectant 
mothers.  Since  the  general  practitioner  has  to  cope  with  emergencies,  it  is 
well  that  he  should  fully  inform  himself  of  his  patient  end  not  rely  on 
information  transraitted  to  him  from  a clinic.  / second  round  of  the  contest 
for  the  care  of  the  expectant  mother  will  remain  between  hospital  and  G.P. 
because  at  least  teaching  hospitals  require  a quota  of  expectant  mothers, 
both  healthy  end  otherwise  to  train  doctors  and  midwives. 

The  County  Council*  s scheme  for  the  assistance  of  various  categories 
of  handicapped  persons  is  beginning  to  show  in  the  field  end  a substantial 
number  of  subnormal  children  and  young  adults  arc  now  attending  Training 
centres,  including  Horncastle,  where  some  are  displaying  skills  and 
potentials  which  would  he.vc  remained  undiscovered  but  for  the  scheme. 

The  Blind  Persons  sheltered  workshop  has  been  transferred  to  gcunthorpe. 

In  addition,  the  County  Council  continues  to  employ  usefully  a 
substantial  number  of  persons  who  are  handicapped  to  a degree  that  would 
render  open  competition  with  the  fully -fit,  rather  difficult. 

The  School  Health  Service  changes  a little  each  year  • In  the  years 
after  the  war,  a substantial  proportion  of  children  were  found  to  be  in 
need  of  treatment,  but  the  number  has  declined  spectacul  rig  over  the  years 
to  the  point  where  the  elimination  of  routine  inspection  of  the  middle  age 
group  merits  consideration.  This  examination  was  vitiated  b;  its  transfer 
from  the  primary  school  some  years  ago,  which  eliminated  any  chance  of 
parental  attendance  at  an  ago  when  few  children  rare  able  to  discuss  me  die  a.  1 
matters  with  the  doctor.  Now  that  the  Health  Visitor  has  also  been 
ad  their  awn,  the  process  is  even  less  effective.  Some  authorities  have 
experimented  with  other  methods  of  utilizing  their  medic  1 officers'  time, 
such  as  more  intensive  study  of  special  groups  of  children. 

In  view  of  my  comments  in  last  years  report  it  is  satisfactory  to  be 
able  to  report  that  a.  clinic  is  now  held  at  Hragby  Town  JIe.ll. 

Figures  are  given  by  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  the 
numbers  and  ages  of  persons  immunized  under  the  County  Councils  arrangements 
during  the  year. 


It  will  be  seen  tha.t  Triple  antigen  has  become  the  universal  choice 
for  the  initial  course  of  immunization,  which  should  bo  performed  in  infancy. 
Plain  tetanus  injections  have  been  used  increasingly  for  children  who  have 
been  protected  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  whilst  a combined 

toxoid  against  dinlitheria  and  tetanus  is  preferred  for  booster  after  triple 
immunization. 
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It  will  bo  noted  that  over  a wi.de  field,  more  immunization  was  practised. 
This  reflects  both  separation  of  immunization  from  school  medical  inspection, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  relative  completion  of  .polio  immunization  among  the 
children,  thus  allowing  further  injections  wdthout  too  much  “pincushion 
effect  i'

Housing: 


The  building  of  now  houses  is  necessarily  restricted,  and  the  Councils 
policy  of  allowing  for  the  cost  of  Discretionary  Grants  in  their  estimates, 
results  in  these  remaining  similar  in  number  from  year  to  year.  They  do 
represent  a valuable  contribution  to  the  housing  problem. 

The  estimated  number  of  unfit  houses  remaining  to  bo  dealt  v.dth  is, 
like  the  Registrar  Generals  figure  for  population,  duo  for  re -appraisal  and 
review  may  well  show  this  figure  to  be  an  over-estimate. 

hater  ' upplies: 

Discussions  with  the  object  of  forming  a Regional  a.ter  Board  continued 
throughout  the  year,  ,’part  from  this  routine  maintenance,  repairs  and 
additional  connections  represent  the  bulk  of  the  work  done.  The  . ir. 

booster  station  has  been  the  source  of  trouble  and  is  still  not  working, 
although  a supply  maintained  direct  from  Itenigot. 

Sewerage  and  Rqvngcg  Disposal 

little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  running  the  existing  plants, 
although  distance  from  the  Offices  causes  some  increased  cost. 

Progress  on  the  Mareham-le*f7cn  scheme  ’./as  expected  to  be  slow,  by 
those  with  experience  of  the  working  conditions,  whilst  the  remaining  two 
schemes  at  present  envisaged  remain  . t the  preliminary  stage. 

Ref eise  Collection  and  Dip  yea  si : 

There  is  ample  evidence  that  the  comprehensive  refuse  collection  has 
been  much  appreciated.  Sites  for  disposal  within  reasonable  distance  of 
population  centres  have  not  been  too  difficult,  but  the  difficulty  may  be 
expected  to  increase  as  existing  waste  pits  become  filled  and  fit  for  other 
use. 

Pood.  Hygicncy 


Food  manufacturers  have  continued  to  press  upon  retailers  convenient 
pre-packed  articles,  which  find  ready  acceptance  raid  reduce  the  risk  of 
infection  by  retail  handlers. 


The  incidence  of  food  poisoning  is  difficult  to  assess  acuratcly 
since  mild  cases  may  not  be  reported,  and  dysentery  which  remains  endemic, 
is  a frequent  cause  of  confusion.  Ideally,  every  case  should  have  its 
cause  identified  , but  this  can  only  be  hoped  for  if  the  family  doctor  is 
able  to  secure  specimens  of  faeces,  vomit,  and  suspected  food  stuffs  on 
the  first  occasion  of  seeing  the  patient. 

It  seems  probable  that  the  casual  organisms  are  much  the  same  in  this 
district  as  in  the  nation,  so  that  salmonella  typhimuriuin  £tn d other  ra-l  ionellrb 
core  the  commonest  inf cc tors  whilst  reheated  meat,  made  up  raid  prepared  meats  are 
the  common  vehicles.

In  this  case  a high  mortality  among  the  chicles  and  the  diarhooa  and 
vomiting  suffered  by  this  child  were  shown  to  be  due  to  bonne 
Typhimur ium , but  it  could  not  be  classed  as  a food-borne  disease, 
but  rather  as  ex  zoonosis.
